The difficulties and especially 
tis costs associated with any security program are 
recognized, Requirements frequently outvace formal 
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regulations and guidelines and new guidelines invariably 
need to be modified or interpreted. According to the 
agenda, several of these problems will be dealt with 
during this conference.
